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The Cleveland Museum of Art's MAY SHOW opened today with a display of 277 
pieces by 193 artists. It was the most selective collection in the show's 45-year history. 

A six -person jury of experts drawn from New England, New York and California assembled 
the show from the 2,976 entries submitted. The show closes June 16. 


The May Show entries came from artists who live, work, or were born in Greater 
Cleveland, or who live in the counties of the Western Reserve. 


Andrew C. Ritchie, Director of the Yale University Art Gallery and the jury's 
chairman, stated the basis upon which the works were appraised and accepted: "A museum 
such as Cleveland's should serve as a bureau of standards in terms of the visual arts ... 
therefore, we were aware of the high quality of the Museum's permanent collection and 
selected for the MAY SHOW those works of art which echoed such standards on a high 
regional level. " 

Other jurors were: Herbert Ferber, sculptor and Joseph Hirsch, painter and 
lithographer both of New York; Ansel Adams, photographer of Carmel, California; Margret 
Craver, consulting silversmith of West Newbury, Massachusetts and Jack Lenor Larsen, 
textile designer of New York. 


Frederick A. Miller of Cleveland received the Horace E. Potter Memorial Award 
for Excellence in Craftsmanship.
